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2 U. S. Units Meet Resistance

SAIGON (AP) — Two U.S. 
"Marine battalions moving^-out 
from Con Thicn ran into heavy 
Communist resistance todpy a 
few-' miles from their sand- 
bagged outpost Just below Iho 
demilitarized zone. 

The renewed fighting and con- 
tinuation of mortnr and artillery 
assaults promised moro 
Woodshed on (he northern front, 
where the Marines have suf- 
— fcred'nrltjasrr38'i-casualtics^-68— 
killed, 27 missing and 289 
wounded— in three days and 
claimed 163 enemy killed. 

A force of perhaps 3,000 Com- 
munists bndly mauled Marina 
units Sunday in heavy fighting 
■near Con.Thien. Communist ar- 
tillery and mortars hammered 
Con Thien and other outposts 
Monday, . but Marine gunners 1 
caught a large North Vietnam- 
ese force at the edge of-the— 
demilitarized lone and killed 75 
of. them, the Leathernecks re- 
ported. 

The Marines reported receiv- 
ing at least six mortar or. nrtil- 
lcry attacks Monday night and 
today on Con Thieri, a regimen- 
tal headquarters at An Hoa, a 
nearby bivouac and smaller 
posts within a few miles of Con 
Thien. Ten Marines were kilted 
and 89 wounded. 

Today two Marine battalions . 
moved out of Con Thien to • 
sweep the dirt Toad leading 1 
north into the border- zone. One. 
. company . ran into_ North Vict-. . 
namese infantrymen a mile - t v 
from Con Thien and nlmost 
simultaneously Red artillery 
began slamming at 'the second 
Marine battalion. 

Heavy fighting was reported 
continuing three hours later, but 
no further details were availa- 
ble. «i

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(AP) — Hope for a compromise 
faded today as sponsors of two 
rival U.N." resolutions on the 
Middle East problem stood fast 
nn the key- points that have di- 
vided the ^General ^Assembly and 
threatened to force it' into a 
sla tern ate.. . 

The opening of an assembly 
session scheduTeiTfof'TDTSO a.m. 
was delayed 50 minutes by con- 
tinuing consultations, but diplo- 
matic sources said the Latin- 
American group and the non- 
aligned nations remained far 
apart on their proposals for sta- 
biliiing the Middle East. 

Informants said' the non- 
aligned countries had offered to 
make several changes in their 
resolution In an effort to end the 
split. They described the pro- 
posed revisions ns slight, .how- 
-, and said the proposals did 
. Include any reference to 
ending the stale of belligerency 
between Israel and the Arab 
countries. The Latin-American 
countries bavo insisted on this 
as essential. 

The nonaligned group, In . 
apparent attempt to deal with 
this point indirectly, proposed a 
new provision in which the 
sembly would express It i. 
viction that a just 'peace could 
be established only Dn the basis 
of the -U.N. Charter. This, how- 
ever, did no t satisfy ihe Latin 
'ATnc'rlcarist

In the beginning there. was no flag, 
no government, no set of laws as- 
suring the people 1 " security in their 
rights. Until 1776, the day had no 
special meaning. 

July 4_hgcame set apart In that 
year only because a group of men 
got together to attest their belief in 
freedom. It was the* birth of'an'idea. 
They agreed that the right' of man to 
govern himself was the one earthly 
prize beyond price. 

They reasoned with* one another 
that a government dedicated to this 
principle must in time uplift the lives 
of people in greater numbers than a 
system- based on any v Iesser- ideal.
